SUBJECT 3: Letter dated 21 varch 1953 from Nelson A. 


Rockefeller to Cc. ™. Jackson regarding new 
Foreign Information Agency and a Security 
rtrategy Hoard to replace the PcR. 


i. I have talked to the MI, the State Nepartment and Pill 
Jackson about the above Rockefeller letter. wr. Pulles has talked 
to Nelson Rockefeller. The present status is that Nelson Rockefel- 
ler will not discuss anything contained in this letter with the 
President until after he receives comments from the PER. at ur. 
Tulles' request I have advised Ceorge Morgan that the matter should 
be on the agenda for the PSR luncheon this Thursday, 2 april. 


2. The Rockefeller letter involves two major points. 


a. The merger of the "SA and State Tepartment foreign 
information, cultural and educational exchange programs in 
a new agency outside of the State Nepartment. 


b. The relationship between this new &gency and the 
Wee and the PSR. 


3- IA is not directly concerned with the first problem 
mentioned above but has a very direct interest in the second prob- 
lem. 


4. I strongly recommend that ¥r. Tulles take the following 
position when the matter is discussed at the PSR. 


a. CIA takes no position with respect to the preposed 
new agency, but is unable to coneur in the proposal re- 
garding the Security Strategy Board (the Suggested successor 
to the P&B) mainly because the Rockefeller terms of reference 
would create in °fR another command echelon over the MT and 
put the SSR into operations. 


b. GIA cannot at this time make any alternate recom- 
mendation regarding the SSB (or PSR) relationship because 
such a recommencation involves not only the overt agencies 
in question but inevitably covert activities as well. Con- 
sequently, such relationship is inextricably related to 
such views as may be expressed by the Jackson Committee. 
Consequently, on this point a joint Rockefeller Committee- 
Jackson Committee proposal is the only solution. ‘ther reasons

D+ The conclusions Stated in paragraph l.b. above were dine 
cussed with vr, Howland Sargent of the State Nepartment who is in 
complete avreement with them and was Planning to talk to staff 
merbers of the Jackson Committee about then.
